Mrs. Hancock wou ld not say at 
this time why the women select­ 
ed her for telling the story , bu t 
added that it was “v ery inter­ 
esting” and might be div u lged 
later.

W hat is a stock ex change? Abou t the sam e as 
the stock y ard w ith smell and anim als left ou t. 
It is a m ark et p lace w here bu y ers and sellers of 
secu rities m eet. The p rices for these secu rities, 
nam ly , stock s and bonds, flu ctu ate according to 
su p p ly and dem and ju st as do the p rices for 
steers, sheep and hogs. 
There has nev er been m u ch m y stery in the 
p u blic m ind abou t a stock y ard becau se any one 
can see the anim als bou ght and sold. There has 
been m ore or less m y stery abou t a stock ex ­ 
change becau se one cannot actu ally see the ta n­ 
gible p rop erty , a p ortion of w hich is bou ght and 
sold by transfer of a p iece of p ap er. 
In reality , there is little difference between a 
stock y ard and a stock ex change and the sooner 
the p u blic v isu alizes the m odern stock ex change 
as a m eeting p lace for bu y ers and sellers, the 
sam e as it v isu alizes a stock y ard or p u blic m a r­ 
k et w here bu y ers and sellers m eet, the sooner 
will m isu nderstandings disap p ear as to the im ­ 
p ortant fu nctions p erform ed by these financial 
centers in ev ery p art of ou r nation. 
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FIRES AND TAXES 
Dollars, rep resented by p rop erty , die when fire 
destroy s. W hether the blaze consu m es a great 
tra c t of forest or a one-car garage, it m eans a 
p erm anent economic loss. The m oney inv ested 


can nev er again work to p rodu ce p rofits. I t is 
definitely and literally dead. 
This is a direct loss. The indirect loss, in w aste 
of tim e and u nem p loy m ent, m ay be ev en greater. 
The tax tha t wou ld be p aid on a destroy ed bu ild­ 
ing is reassessed against other citizens. The rates 
charged by insu rance com p anies are determ ined 
by the aggregate av erage fire loss. Ev ery citizen 
in the com m u nity p ay s for ev ery fire.
